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The  school  was  named  for  Jonathan 
Dayton,  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence, and  early  American  patriot. 


The  opening  of  Jonathan  Dayton  Regional  High 
School  in  1937  marked  a  milestone  in  the  history  of 
public  education  in  New  Jersey.  For  this  was  the  first 
regional  high  school  district  to  be  established  in  the 
state. 

Before  that  time,  the  towns  of  Berkeley  Heights, 
Clark,  Garwood,  Kenilworth,  Mountainside,  and 
Springfield  had  sent  their  high  school  students  to 
other  communities.  However,  when  the  receiving 
schools  became  overcrowded,  the  State  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation recommended  that  the  six  towns  unite  to 
form  a  single  high  school.  Construction  of  the  school 
was  begun  in  January,  1936,  as  soon  as  a  combined 
Board  of  Education  had  been  formed. 

Since  the  first  year  of  operation,  Regional's  growth 
has  been  continuous — gradual  at  first,  but  extremely 
rapid  in  recent  years.  The  combined  population  of 
the  Regional  communities  has  grown  from  15,000  to 
nearly  45,000  and  the  school's  enrollment  has  in- 
creased from  an  original  8 1  7  to  approximately  I  600 
this  year. 
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An  expansion  program  was  begun  in  1951,  and  in 
1953  twenty-three  classrooms  and  a  new  gymnasium 
were  added  to  the  original  Springfield  building.  This 
addition  nearly  doubled  the  school's  facilities.  And  in 
September,  1956,  a  37-classroom  building  in  Clark 
will  be  ready  for  students  from  Clark  and  Garwood. 
Anticipating  that  enrollment  will  continue  to  rise 
sharply,  the  Board  of  Education  has  purchased  prop- 
erty in  Berkeley  Heights  and  expects  that  a  new 
school  will  be  built  there  in  a  few  years.
